For several weeks Miss Kutner, the 
affinii'y, has been at the home of the 
Earles and she and the wife, who is to 
be discarded, seemed fond of each other.

Dealers Say Switching Charges 
of Southern Is Responsible

Southern Officials Claim the 35 
Cents a Ton Charge Is Due to 
the Attitude of the L. & N. 
in Refusing to Han- 
dle Its Cars, 


Thirty-five cents a ton is being charged 
by the Southern railway against the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad for 
every ton of coal switched in Atlanta 
from the tracks’ of the Louisville and 
Nashville to the coal yards on the South- 
ern trackSe 

This amounts to about $15.50 a car- 
load. 

The Louisville and Nashville officials 
State that this rate is too high for them 
to pay and must come from the con- 
signee. The coal dealers attribute this 
as the reason for the increase in the 
price of coal soon to be announced. 

The Souihern railway officials state 
that this cost is the local freight rate 
for intrastate shipments, and it is done 
as a retributive policy for the way the 
Louisville and Nashville system treats 
the Southern and all other systems in 
Louisville. 

The cost of switching a car of freight, 
coal or anything else, within the city of 
Atlanta from the Central to the South- 
ern, the Atlanta and West Point to the 
Southern, etc., is $2. 

The Southern officials -state that the 
Loulsville and Nashville will not switch 
cars for them at any price. 

The Louisville and Nashville officials 
State that they have received no orders 
not to switch.

Long indulgence, whatever may have 
been its source, has completely shat- 
tered his will-power and _ self-com- 
mend, working transformations in the 
physical, moral, mental and spiritual 
fiber of his nature that provoke him 
to deeds of such license as mark that 
urfortunate class for which the’ state 
makes provision in its asylum for the 
insane. 

Recognizing his own weakness, 
struggling desperately, but with futii- 
ity, against it, family, friends, money, 
position—all those things which make 
lite worth living—withdrawn gradu- 
ally from him, the figure of the ine- 
briate is one of the most reproach- 
tully pathetic in the motley horde to 
which civilization has given birth. 

And yet we take this poor crea- 
ture, broken in body and spirit, and 
seek to cure his disease by giving 
him a sentence on the public works, 
or throwing him in close contact with 
other dregs of humanity more hope- 
lessly depraved, perhaps, than him- 
self.

The 
practice of accepting current conclu- 
sions and of letting one’s thinking be 
done by others of less sluggish indi- 
vidual mind, is becoming unpopular. 

In {ts place is being substituted a 
keener curiosity, a greater conscien- 
tiousness on the part of_the individual. 
Men and women are learning to exer- 
cise the intellect in lines outside of 
their immediate callings—a tendency 
which must, ultimately, work toward 
the attainment of the very ends which 
appear imperiled by the daring philoso- 
phy of the German thinker. 

Yet Stirner, as Ibsen, and other 
writers of similar creed, is not for 
the indiscriminating or for the un- 
flered judgment and untaught discrim- 
ination of very young people. Swallow- 
ing the doctrines in toto, or failing 
to eliminate that which is logical from 
that which is meshed in fantastic 
sophistry, or reading meanings which 


may

thought, or of encouraging the self- 
reliance and mental virility essential 
to the welfare of each age, such a 
process may result in complete men- 
tal and moral confusion, and the in- 
dulgence in unbridled license which 
society, in the interests of _self- 
preservation, must impose.

GOVERNOR SMITH 


President of Agricultural Col- 
lege at Athens Very 
Optimistic. 


Dr. A. M. Soule, president of the new 
$100,000 Agricultural college. located on 
the new campus of the University .of 
Georgia, at Athens, yesterday called on 
Commissioner of Agriculture T. H. Hud- 
son and Governor Smith with .whom 
he discussed the coming opening of the 


college. 

Dr. Soule did not appear concerned as 
to where the money was to come from 
with which to operate this college, in 
that no appropriation for its mainten- 
ance was asked in the general appro- 
priations bill passed recently. 

After a lengthy conversa‘ion with the; 
governor, Dr. Soule expressed himself 
as satisfied that. arrangements could 
be made whereby the necessary support 
could be had for this year and that the 
legislature would see ‘to it, in future, 
that it did not lack support. 

It is generally believed that the gov- 

ernor will borrow $50,000 with which 
to run this college this year and that 
it will be reimbursed when the legis- 
lature meets next year. 
“We will not be able to get into our 
buildings for a year or so yet,” said Dr. 
Soule, yesterday, “bur when we do, we 
will be in an ideal spot and with the 
vest possible equipment. The founda- 
tious for the buildings are now being 
laid. This vear we are going to make 
an educational campaign before the 
planters of the state and hope that this 
will be productive of much and great 
good. I. have no fear for the tmme- 
diate and ultimate success of the col- 
lege.’’

The little town of Barwick, located on 
the line of Brooks and Thomas coun- 
ties, has been thrown into a fever of 
excitement on account of the accidental 
unearthing of one of the “Befo’ Day” 
clubs which are said to prevail in this 
section. Randall Thomas, a negro, who, 
it is said, was drunk at the time, met 
a white man on the road and insisted 
on the white man shaking hands with 
his left hand. The man paseed on and 
reported the matter to the rnarshal, 
from Thomas.

All of 
these parties will meet in Atlanta on 
the lith and take a special car for 
Gainesville. 

This will probably be the largest move- 
ment of students that has ever taken 
place in the south. While there are 
some state institutions that have a 
larger attendance than Brenau, there is 
no institution in this section, at least, 
that draws. its patronage from such a 
wide area.
